The marketing 
plan will cost the College ap¬ 
proximately $400,000 when 
completed. 

“We periodically like to do 
a marketing study to gauge gen¬ 
eral perception,” Fred Peters, 
marketing and publications 
information director, said. 

Financial Services Man¬ 
ager Ben Ferrell said 
Sachnowitz and Company was 
hired in early 1994 by former 
TJC President Dr. Raymond 
Hawkins and Development

Alejandra Villegas of Tyler, 
the first baby bom in TJC’s 70 
birthday month, received the 
$1,000 Founder’s Month 
Scholarship . 

“We’ re honored to provide

which they had recently em¬ 
ployed for their own campaign. 

Sach¬ 
nowitz sub¬ 
contracted 
Creative 
Consumer 
Research to 
do the origi¬ 
nal survey¬ 
ing, Peters 
said.

which said,“Almost 24,000 
students attend TJC during the 
year . . . Most people think

The arrival of their first child 
was a joyous occasion that be¬ 
came more so when Crowe an¬

The $1,000 commit¬ 
ment came from the 
1996-97 general schol¬ 
arship fund. The initial 
investment and interestit 
earns will be available 
to Alejandra when she 
completes high school 
and enters TJC. 

The Villegases said 
that before Alejandra 
was born, they made a 
decision for her to at¬ 
tend the best school and 
get the education they 


“I hope not,” Crowe said.

Tuition is as high as he would 
like to see it for “a long time.” 

Crowe said people are “un¬ 
comfortable with change,” but 
he hopes the logo, “puts a dif¬ 
ferent face on our institution.” 

He said the campaign is 
working because, whether 
positive or negative, people are 
talking about TJC. 

Crowe estimated the pro¬ 
cess to be half finished.

Expensive marketing plan troubles students 


College students today 
have so many things to be re¬ 
sponsible for, it is often over¬ 
whelming: rent, car payments, 
kids, bills, tuition and books. 
More amazing though, is how 
fast their money can be spent 
once it leaves the student’s 
hands and lands in those of the 
administration. With the fourth 
week of classes about to begin, 
TJC has already discovered a 
way to spend $400,000 for a 
new marketing campaign. 

That’s the equivalent to 
100 Presidential scholarships. 
Another 100 students could 
have had the financial burden 
of their first two years taken 
from their shoulders. 

Financial Services Direc¬ 
tor Ben Ferrell said money for 
the campaign came mostly 
from “private donations” TJC 
President Dr. Bill Crowe said 


“he hopes” tuition wi 11 not be raised 
to cover this or any expenses. 

Campus budgets are tight 
everywhere, yet $400,000 
was budgeted for a market¬ 
ing campaign. 

A million dollars was do¬ 
nated last year to refurbish 
the HPE Center. Last week a 
newborn child received 
$1,000 in celebration of 
Founder’s Day. It is amazing 
that just when TJC needs 
them, private donations just 
pop up. 

It is great for the HPE 
Center to be spiffed up and it 
is wonderful that a baby is 
guaranteed an education, but 
it is time that someone stayed 
concerned for students al¬ 
ready here. 

Administrators said they 
had no idea they were going 
to create a new logo and slo¬ 


gan. They agree a student com¬ 
petition could have been used 
to save the expense had they 
thought of it. Prior commit¬ 
ments to the Sachnorwitz and 
Company from Houston kept 
that from happening. 

Those miniature billboards 
sitting on teacher’s desks and in 
all major campus offices. They 
cost $4162.63,according to bud¬ 
get information from Ferrell. 

Fred Peters, marketing and 
publ ications information direc¬ 
tor, said college officials are 
“trying to get them out it into 
the community.” 

But Crowe said we, “don’t 
have a whole lot of them” so 
they will be used on campus 
because “we have a lot of 
folks on our own campus that 
don’t know what’s going on 
with Tyler Junior College.”

“It was the President's 
choice to choose the final logo 
and slogan,” Peters said. 

As can be expected, admin¬ 
istrators cannot yet tell whether 
the money was well spent. 

Crowe said “the true mea¬ 
sure of if we’ve been success¬ 
ful is seven to eight years down 
the road.” In that case, the ex¬ 
cuse of options such as a stu¬ 
dent competition taking too 
much time has little relevance. 
A few months is nothing in an 
eight-year project. 


It would have been nice to 
have had some more commu¬ 
nity input in the whole pro¬ 
cess,” Crowe said. 

Any community involve¬ 
ment could have been an im¬ 
provement. 

Although Crowe and his ad¬ 
ministration may receive a lot of 
flack about the new logo and 
slogan, he said one thing he has 
enjoyed is that “everyone on 
campus feels more comfortable 
in voiding their opinions.”

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Bugay's students build management with Legos

Beverly Bugay, business and man¬ 
agement instructor, thinks her classes 
should be “doing sorrtething, not just 
listening.” To help them learn, she de¬ 
veloped and has used for five years a 
hands-on Lego-building project. 

Bugay gives her students a bag of 
Legos to build anything they choose. 
The only rules: creations must be rec¬ 
ognizable and hold together when 
picked up. 

She divides the class into teams of 


four. They get 20 minutes to build their 
creation before she tests them. 

Through this project, Bugay hopes 
students “gain a better understanding of 
the four functions of management: 
planning organizing, leading and 
controlling. She expects them to learn 
how basic skills: technical, human 
relations and conceptual, are used to 
perform the functions. 

“This helps them see the value of 
and the relationship among the 
functions and what happens when they 
are left out,” 


Bugay said. 

She watches for group activity and 
points out the need to work together, 
emphasizing team-building skills. 

When time is up, Bugay calls for 
students to stop work. She encourages 
other students to guess what each 
creation is before she tests its durability 
by picking it up and turning it around. 

Bugay has also used Mr. Potato 
Head and paper airplanes as projects, but 
chose Legos this time become her son 
loves them.

High schoolers can earn dual credit

TJC and seven East Texas 
public high schools are teach¬ 
ing dual enrollment courses to 
high school students and some 
high school graduates. 

English, government, his¬ 
tory, economics and some vo¬ 
cational/technical courses are 
available for dual credit, Dr. 
Linda Watkins, liberal and fine 
arts dean, said. 


Dual credit courses allow 
students to take one class and 
earn credit in high school and 
college at the same time. 

Van, Grand Saline, Rusk, 
Quitman, Hawkins, Winonaand 
Chapel Hill schools are partici¬ 
pating. 

“Students have done very 
well with this program. We had 
one student graduate with over 
15 hours credit,” Kay Upshaw, 
Rusk High School counselor, 
said. 


Schools want to give 
their students a chance to 
earn college credit while 
they are still in the familiar 
high school environment. 
TJC or high school instruc¬ 
tors teach the classes. 

Some schools do not 
participate because they al¬ 
ready use early admission 
effectively to help their stu¬ 
dents earn credit. 

“Our senior students al¬ 
ready have the option to 


attend TJC for half a day which has 
worked effectively for them because 
they are close to Tyler already,” Pat 
Richard, a Whitehouse High School 
counselor, said. 

Students must be exempt from the 
TASP exam or pass competency exams 
in some subjects and pay TJC tuition 
and fees to earn dual credit.

“We’re providing the loca¬ 
tion and the lift and making 
both available to continuing 
education students seeking cer¬ 
tification,” Peltier said. 

TJC instructors have been 
teaching continuing ed courses 
at John Tyler High School, but 
now, with the donation of the 


lift, continuing ed students can 
be recertified on campus. 

Area GM employees have 
needed a place to keep up with 
changes in their work. 

Peltier pre¬ 
dicted this 
partnership 
will, “ulti¬ 
mately grow 
into a full- 
fledged 
training program to provide 
more jobs for East Texans.” 

TJC might someday pro¬ 


vide specialized training 
similiar to what GM offi¬ 
cials are offering, TJC 
President Dr. William 
Crowe said. 

“We’d love to see this 
develop into our offering 
more automotive training 
for GM or other groups,” 
Crowe said.

After a national champion¬ 
ship year in men’s tennis and a 
national runner-up in women’s 
tennis, the teams head into the 
season with new leadership. 

After nine years as Head Ten¬ 
nis Coach, John Peterson was pro¬ 
moted to Athletic Director June
